T PITTi! YEHEZTJELA EAETHaUAXES. 

Details of the Destruotion. 



Sacond only in importanoo to our min- 
eral and lumber interests are our fisheries, 
and it is gratifying to observe the pro- 
gress they have made during the past fow 
years. From the comprehensivo report 
of the Commissioner of yisheriea for f.he 
year ending December Slat, 1877, we 
•learn that during that period the products 
of the various fisheries in the Province 
have yielded a total value of Bome $58S,- 
432, an increase over 1876 of no less than 
8478,735. The value of, fish exported 
during 1877 is estimated at §450,600, tbo 
greatest portion of -which amount is sot 
down under the head of salmon preserved 
in cans, an export alone valued at $369,- 
240 for over three mUliona pounds weight. 
The ofEdal nttun'of (tb¥ nnmber of men 
employed in 'b6nne6tibn'with''the different 
fisheriea shows that 44^1 fishermeD and 
745 shoremen were necessary for the suc- 
cessful operation of tbo canneries during 
the past year, tbo value of boats engaged 
being $10,490 and the valuo of nola and 
Boines used a little overS38,00.0, "Whilst 
those figures convey oonoluaive proof of 
the importance of the fishing industry and 
supply beyond doubt evidence to show 
that the yield of last year was greatly in 
excess of the twelve preceding months, 
they nevertheless point to the fact that 
■unless due precautions are taken the same 
fate may await the Frasoc river lisheriea 
as has attended those of the Columbia and 
■ other salmon producing rivers. The 
great evil in connection wich salmon.fiBli- 
eriea, as with every other enterprise,^ is 
that investors evince a desire to realize 
too quickly. They do not, in too many 
cases, think of the future and, although 
doing their utmost to develop the indus- 
try into which they have launched, they 
wound if they do not kill the "goose that 
' lays the golden egg." We do not say 
that Buch has aa yet beehithei dttse^iil.d^^^ 
neotion with our Provincial fisheries for 
we imagine that the proprietors of the 
various cannorio?, having a provident eye 
and fully appreciating the lesson taught 
their neighbors of Oregon, have deter- 
mined to guard against the possibility of 
"exhausting supplits." tVe sincerely 
trust that suoh is the case, and that the 
ruinous consequences of over-fishing ex 
poriencod elsewhere may never be felt 
here. The Provincial Inspector of Fish- 
eries who, until very recently .also hold the 
position of Indian Oommissioner for the 
Dominion, will in future, we understand, 
devote his entire attention to the duties 
in oonneotioh with the former office. 
Thia will of course prove of great benefit 
to the proprietors of oannoriea and fish- 
ing stations, os through that olHoer'a ex- 
ertions the requirements of the various 
fisheries may be brought prominently be- 
forethe Dominion Government, Indeed, 
on perasing Mr. , Anderson's report to the 
Federal "^anthbrities it is at onoe evident 
that he had done all in his power to in- 
vestigate alleged abuses, and in several 
inatancea, as a result of his inquiries, to 
demouatrato that they had no real exis 

fishery officer at New WeltDunaler^^^^fo^ 
has been authorized by the' Dominion 
Oovernmeut, will doubtless be inatrumon 
tal in the prevention of undesirable waste 
. of fish and breaches of the General Fish- 
eries Act, Another important matter in 
connection with our fisheries is the estab- 
lishment of abroeding station suoh as those 
maintained in btheriProvinces. Alluding 
to this Mr, Anderson in his report to the 
Ottawa minister, says: "To the question 
of tlio erection of a breeding-house for 
salmon in this Province 1 have already, 
on several occasions, adverted; and only 
recently I had the honor to submit a pro- 
position wherein the subject was brought 
mora directly and, tangibly before you. 
As stated in my letter of January 7th, 
1878, the objects to be attained are chiefly 
(1) to secure a regular annual supply of 
nsh supplementary of the irregular na- 
tural supply before noted; and (2) to in- 
troduce the large and valuable aalmon of 
the Columbia Eiver. Both these objects 
are of importance, but in addition to these 
there is the propagation of other kinde of 
flah which might advance collaterally, 
though subordinately, to the first. Should 
the proposition aubmitted to you be fa- 
.vorably entertained, I respeotfally aug- 
gest that an expert from Ottawa, who has 
adequiato practical experience should be 
sent on at as early a date as possible to 
make the necessary observations and select 
a aita." From thia extract it will bo seen 
that the Provincial Inspector of Fisheries 
haa been not only alive to his duty, but 
has taken auch steps as will, if successful, 
tend to maintain the existing prosperity 
of the fishing industry. In addition how- 
over to the canneries on tbo banks of the 
Fraser there have recently sprung up im- 
portant eatabliahmonts on the Northwest 
Coast, one, thot of the Northwestern 
Commercial Co., situated twelve miles 
above the mouth of the Skeona Eiver, and 
oneatarted lastyear by Messrs. Windsor & 
Co., twelve miles below the mouth of the 
Skeona. There is still a third ono situ- 
ated some 70 miles northr/est of the 
Skeena, on the banks of the Naas Eiver. 
This last establishment diflfera in a great 
meoanre from its confrei-cs aa the proprie- 
tor thereof has devoted his operations 
almost entirely to the delicate little fish 
known in the Indian language as the 
Oola-han, from which a very valuable oil 
in great demand amongsi the natives aa 
an article of diet and of admitted medi- 
cinal properties is extracted. The fish are 
also smoked and saltedaud meet witha very 
ready sale here and in the Sandwich Is- 
lands where they have already been in- 
troduced. In addition to the oola-han, 
salmon are also taken and put up in vari- 
' ous forms for home conanmptiou and ox- 
port trade. The Naas river at certain 
seasons of the year abounds most prolifi- 
colly in a variety of small fish, and last 
year the catch of 5,000 Indians, fishing 
on a water frontage two miles in extent, 
was computed at no leas than 5,000 tona. 
These seeni fabnldas figures; but we are 
assured on the beat authority that they 
are considerably under, nitbor than over, 
the actual take. In the eourao of a brief 
period there can be no doubt the resources 
of that river wil^ attract much greater 
attention than at present and the various 
branchea of the oil extracting industry 
will be profitably developed. Owing to 
the encouraging reanlt of last year's 
oporationa in connection with the fisheries 
other capitalists will doubtless be in- 
duced to enter the field and compete for 
the profits derivabla^jinder^»«jndioions 
management, and there isVeveryslirosBeot 
of the Province becoming as prominent as 
a fish producing country as it has in 
jespeofc of its mineral wealth. ! 



Advices received by the steamship 
Hadji, which arrived yesterday from the 
Venezuelan porta, Porto Cabello and La- 
gaayra, contain further details of the ter- 
rible earthquake which on April 12th de- 
stroyed the town of ^Oa"a5?;(ahdihiir|edr; at 
leaat300 of its inhabitaints' beneiith the 
ruins, The town was situated in the rich 
valley of the Tuy, about 30 milea from 
Curaons, and was surrounded by rich 
sugar and cofl'ee plantations. At a little 
before nine in the evening, without any 
warning, all the houses fell at once. The 
gzeat 8hiirobi\tbe xtride of the region, was 
seen to lift itself in the air, and then it 
fell with a tremendous crash. A fire kin- 
dled among the ruins completed the wreck 
of the town and consumed many of the 
crushed and wounded bodies. In some 
families aa many as ton liroa wore lost. 
One of the victims was a bride married on 
that day. 

The shook was felt at Onraoaa, where all 
the church bolla rang, and where many 
of the churches aulTered to aome extent, 
but where no lives wore lost. The streets 
wore filled with frightened people shriek- 
ing "Mlsericordta!" and culling on the 
aaiuts for help. The shocks were repeat- 
ed from time to time, andoontinued up to 
May 3rd, when the steamer sailed. Thou- 
sands of the people loft the city to sbok 
safety in the country, and those who re- 
mained slept in gardens or in the public 
aquaros. The President and his family 
occupied a tent in the Plaza Bolivar. In 
other parts of Venezuela these various 
shocka were felt with more o^' leas dis 
tinotness, and a week after the fiist earth- 
quake a part of the town of Ooumafo, 20 
miles from Ona, was thrown dqwD^J'Fab- 
lic and private charity was extended with 
great promptness to the sufferers at Ona. 
The destruction of sugar mills and other 
property was immense. 

On April 29th the Hadji was at Lagua- 
yro on her outward trip. A shook occur- 
red there on that day, and alao at Caracaa, 
but it was not felt on the water. TheoHl- 
cera of the vessel state that a rumbling 
sound was heard, but nothing more. This 
was sulHoiont, however, to greatly alarm 
the natives who were working on board 
the steamer, but their fears were allayed. 
The mate of the Hadji stated last evening 
to a Herald reporter that he had been told 
that a town some eight miles from Caracas 
had been destroyed, and that 800 lives 
had been lost; but thia probably referred 
to the disaster at Oua. A gentleman at- 
tached to the Venezuelan Custom House 
at Porto Cabello had informed the mate 
that two severe shocks had been felt there 
and also at Valencia, which is the inland 
town of the port. In aonsequence of the 
disasters which had taken place the Hadji 
obtained a mi}oh lighter cargo than usual 
from the Venezuelan ports. .

A BYLAW 

To enable tho Corporation of the City 
of Victoria to raise tho sum of 
$20, GOO for tho purposes therein 
set forth. 

WHEREAS the Municipal Oounci] of 
the.Oorporation of the City of Yictoria 
haa resolved to raise the sum of Twouty 
Thousand Dollars to pay off certain out- 
standing liabilitiea of tUo said Council. 

And whereas it will require tho sum of 
$2012 to bo raised annuully by special 
rate for tho payment of the said debt and 
interest as la hereinafter mentioned. 

And whereas the amonnt of the whole 
rateable pro'Jierty of tbo said Corporation 
of the City of Victoriu nocording to tho 
last revised Assossment Roll being for tho 
year 1878 was §2,49i,500, irrespoutivo of 
any f aturo inoroaaa of tlio rateablj proper- 
ty of tho Muuiuipality and of any income 
in tho nature of tolls, interest or dividends 
from the work, and' also irrespeotivd of 
any income from the temporary invest- 
ments of the sinking fund or of any part 
thereof. 

And whereas for paying the interest 
and creating an equal yearly sinking fund 
for paying tho isaid principal sum of 820,- 
000 and interest us hereinafter mentioned 
it will require an' cqiinl annual speoiol 
rat«' of one-ttnth of one per cent, on the 
dollar. 

Be it therefore enaotcd by the Mayor 
and Council of tho Corporation of the 
City ot Victoria, 

1. That it shall be lawful for the Mayor 
of tho City to rairo by way of loan from 
any person or persons, body^rpr^.bpdies 
corporate who mny bo williiig^to advance 
the same upon the credit of tbo doben 
tures hereinafter mentioned a sum of 
money not oscoeding in tho wliolo the 
sum of twenty thonsand dollars (§20,000) , 
and cauBb the same to bo paid into the 
hands of the Treasurer of tho said Corpo 
ration for t}ie purpose and with the object 
above reoited. 

2. That it shall bo lawfnl for the said 

*C«jpoif *o nonoa any-nnralinr of doljoUtUros 

to be made for suoh suras of money as moy 
be required not less than one hundred 
dollars each ($100) onoh and that tho said 
debentures shall bo scaled with the set;! 
of the said Corporation of the City of 
Victoria and bo signed by the said Mayor. 

3. That the said debentures shall bear 
iutorost at lind a|tei tlio rate of seven per 
cent, per annum from the -doito thereof, 
which interest shall be payable half-yearly 
at the o/Que of the Tfeasurer of the Muni 
cipality. 

i. That for tho purpose of forming a 
sinking fund for the payment of tho said 
debontures and tho interest at the rate 
aforesaid to become due thereon, an equal 
special rate of one-tenth of one cent on 
the dollar shall in addition to all other 
rates be raised, levied and collected 
each year upon all rateable property 
tho said Municipality during the: contin- 
uance of tbe said deboptupes or any,, of 
them. . ' 

5. Clauso two of the yiotoria Kevenue 
By-Law, 1875, as amended by tho ''Water 
Works Debenture and Eovenuo By-Law 
Amendment By-Law, 1877," is hereby 
further ajnended by striking out the words 
"nine-terihs"'' and substituting tlio words 
"eight-tenths." 

C. It shall be lawful for tho said Muni 
oipal Council from time to time to re- 
purchase any of the said debentures and 
such debentures Bball be exproHsed ns to 
entitle tho said Qonnpil to rodoom and 
purohaeo the same on paying" tho amount 
thereof and interest due thorooii to the 
date of suoh purchaeo to the holder or 
holders thereof; and all dobenturos so ro- 
puroLased shall be forthwith cancelled 
and destroyed and no re-issue of deben- 
tures bI)o11 be made in consequence of 
such re-purchasQ. 

. 7. That thia By Law shall tpke effect 
and.oome into operation upon the'elcTenth 
dav of srune," a;. D. 1878. 

8 This By-Law may bo cited for all 
purposes aa the "By-Law to authorize the 
raising , of .twenty thousand dollars, 1878."

The flight from bondage, tho pursuit, the 
manly asMstanco of Fhinoas Fletcher, tho 
OBcape of Eliza on the ice and the death of 
Uncle Tom, together with the brutality of 
Logreo, were all truthfully represented 
and contrihuted to the general succosf of 
the entire entertainment. Tbo molodios 
rondored by tbo colored Jubilee sicgora 
and their vurious dunces, led by 
John Carter, were excellent, ond 
the manner in which little Eva ren- 
dered her simple yet touching part creat- 
ed a most favorable impression. The un 
scrupulous character, "who is a lawyer 
and whose name is Murks," relieved the 
melancholy pftssugiis of the play and by 
his oomieulities caused uubonnded merri- 
ment.

EniTOR OoiiONiBT:--70D5^{ the tenth of 
thiA month the ruieiiayeirB of Victoria uill 
be asked to vote whether the Municipal 
Council shall impohe au extri/. tax of ouo- 
teutb of one per cent, on the real estate 
of Victoria iu order to borrow twenty 
thousand dollars to pay ofi' a debt of the 
City Council. 

Eor a corporation or iiu individual to 
pay its debts is juxt and proper; but let 
it do so in a fair and eqnituble way. 
i'be debt is incurred and for the honor of 
tho City let it be paid; but I womld like 
that th'i ratepayers should reflect on the 
parport of the By-Law submitted for 
their a|iprovul, so as to enable them to 
vote intelligently on the matter. 

Eirct, let us nak, why did the City 
Council run in debi ? If the debt had 
been contracted for works of public utili- 
ty, extraordinary sanitiiry mousurea, or 
for any unfort seen neoehsity, I am sure 
the citizeuB would have borne the burden 
of increased taxation without complaint. 
I am afraid, however, that the purpose of 
the loan is to cover past extravagant «x- 
penditure. and provide for future ex- 
penses of the same description. 

The Municipal By-Law provides for 
tbe moans of raising the money and tho 
guarautoe proposed for the repayment of 
it; but it does not fix any limit for repay- 
ment, nor for tbe cessation of the tax im 
posed for the purpose. It sayg that $2012 
is required to be ruieod annually for the 
payment of the §20,000, boirowed, and 
proposes, in order to raise that amount, 
to impose a tax of ouo-tonth of one per 
oont. on real estate. The above tax 011 
tbe present assessed value of real estate is 
$2494:. 50 per annum, and with that amount 
annually collected principal and interest 
could be paid in twelve years, and even 
in loss time if tbe assessed value of real 
estate should increase, wl^io^^ it is likely 
to do. 

A.-tiole six of the proposed By-Law 
roads that "it shall bo lawful for the 
Municipal Council to ro-purchasp ai^y of 
the said debepniroB, but there is no time 
fixed fo;- the ^^bo^tures to be paid, nor 
when tbe extra tax of one tenth " Of one 
per cent, is to cease The Municipal 
Council may not ra-purohase the doben 
turea at all and may use the sinking fund 
for some pet scheme of their own ond 
continue the one-tenth of one per cent, 
tax forever and a day. 

The power of spending money is a great 
temptation to any man or body of pien. 
Taxpayers, bewore hqw you gront the 
power to the City Council to imrease 
taxation. A^ a general rule taxes ore im- 
posed, never reimittod. Let the City 
Council cut their coats according 
to their cloth,' " which is suffloient 
for present purposes. T^he pbjept of 
raising tbp io,aD, th^y tpll you, is 
to pay ^ff existiDg indebtedness; and still 
la tjie face of a twenty thou.-and dollar 
debt, for which tbey ask you to give (bem 
the means to pay. Th^ City" Council 
is incurring ^ new debt for tbe construc- 
tion of a useless (for the present), City 
Haul, and that riespite incomplete ' water 
■works, streets in a dcplorftblp condition, 
sidowalifB that ar<3 a, sl^aina to a civilized 
community and «ewerfi not yet dreampr, 
of. Most of the by laws so far have been 
made to suit the purpose of a few design- 
ing men, and are only enforced against 
opponents of men In power. If you want 
an mHtanoe look at the beautiful crop of

Btablew, I have no inteniion of imputing 
underhand motives to tbe meHihi rs of the 
Council) but some of tht'm by tboir ac- 
tion gives good gi^dUdd for sunpicion.

— Tho asBassiu of tho 
Emperor is Carl Edward Nobeling, native 
of Kallono, near Birnesaum. aged 32. Ho 
ia a resident of Berlin, a doctor of phil- 
ology, an aRriculturalist and habitue of 
the Democratic Socialistic Club. A quan- 
tity of arms were foniid in his apartments. 
He fired on persons attempting to arrest 
him with a revolver and then inflicted a 
severe wound on his own head. Ho con- 
fesses the crimo, but obstinately refuses 
to stats bis motive. Ho is at the hospital 
station of Molkenarko attended by bis 
mother and daughters. 

A later telegram says Nobeling confos- 
sod that he cherished tho murderous de- 
signs'for eight days because ho consider- 
ed the Emperor's removal would bo for 
ihe public benefit. Ho declared he favor- 
ed socialism and had attended socialistic 
meetings. The same account say Nobel- 
ing unsuccessfully applied for govern- 
ment employments

London, June 3.— A Pera correspon- 
dent states the Porte has informed Eng- 
land and Bussia that it has agreed that 
Thessaly.Epirus and Crete shall bo an- 
nexed to Greece.

ISbiilin, June 3. — The condition of the 
Emperor continues satisfactory. The 
effect of the news that another attomjit 
had bean made on the life of tbo Emperor 
was astounding and the ouiburst of public 
feeling went far beyond the manifestations 
made on the preyiQas^CMioBVas Nob^^ 
ing's attempt exceeded that of Hbbdel's 
in tho seriousness of its result. Vast 
crowds assembled around tbe palaoo and 
forced their way into tho building and 
were only dispersed on receiving satisfac- 
tory news of the Emperor's condition ftud 
warning that their loyal manifestations 
might aggravate tl^o Buffering from his 
wounds. 

An ofiicial bulletin issued from tbo 
palace at 8:30 this a.m. reports tbe Em- 
peror passed a quiet night and the pain 
from bis wounds has been alleviated. 
Physicians consider liia condition satis- 
factory. • 

The spot where the Emporor was shot 
is dlmost five minutes' walk from the 
scone of Hoedel's atteinpt. Dr. Nobeling 
came to Berlin tliree wook;B from Hallo. 
He hired ^uvpished i;opm on the second 
Qoor of lifo. 18 IJntor der Linden, from a 
window of which tho shots were fired. 

BEKiiiN, June 3.— Noebling was former- 
ly in tho civil service of the kingdom of 
Saxony. Ha was a regular contributor to 
agricultural journals and seems to have 
been in easy oircumatanpes. He studiei 
agriculture and finance in Hallo and Lep- 
sic, ■■' ■ ' .. 

London, June 3.— Several special dis- 
patches from Constantino])le say the Sul- 
tan failed to attend tho Mosque^ for the 
day whereby fear of an outbreak ia be- 
lieved to be implied. 

It is stated that Congress will be com- 
posed of the following powers: Bismarck 
and Count Von Bulow for Germany;

During the next two mouths an un- 
usually large number of mou-of-war 
will be out of tho hands of the dock- 
yard authorities. The ironclads Her- 
cules, Triumph, Monarch, Invincible, 
Poneiope^ ' and Iron -DukeV^alUdf 
have been under repair for sdm time 
past, f\vo almost ready for tho pen- 
nant, aud available for ocean service, 
while one new broadside ship, tho 
Northhampton, at Chatham, will pro- 
bably he commissioned in a few days. 
A turi^et vessel, the Dreadnaught, is 
also on the eve of being finished, thus 
putting at our disposal two of this form- 
idable class, for the Thunderer is just 
now lying at Spithead awaiting Bailing 
orders. Besides this formidable naval 
force, most of the shij^is recently pur- 
chased by the Gtoyernment are in an 
advanced atat'e. Que of them, the 
Orioq, is still on tho stocks at Poplar, 
but the others will all. be lit for sea by 
June. The Belle-isle, indeed, is so 
nearly finished that she will go out of 
the dock next. mouth, aud the Neptuiya 
which was in a very complete condition 
when purchased from the Blraailian 
Government will not be long after the 
Belle-islo. The other battle ship, the 
Superb, ^Yhioh is being fitted as a flag- 
ship at Chatham, can, if nocossary, bo 
'^ot ready by midsummer, Ton ocean- 
goiugiron clads thereforOj and two 
formidable turret vessels will represent 
the active addition to the British navy 
during tho next few mouths, or, in 
other words, five or six millions of 
floating poporty. Tboy will not all 
be available, however, for home or par- 
ticular service.

Nevertheless there will still 
be vjeasels enough left to form two for- 
midable squadrons — one possibly to 
proceed to the Baltic, and another to 
remain at home for tbe protection of 
our shorea, for besides the ironclads 
above enumerated, we have several un- 
armored ships fitted for sea. These 
are the Iris, steel dispatch vessel, tbe 
Euryalus and Bacchante, frigates, 
and the corvettes Garnet, and Emer- 
ald.
